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REMARKS 

Claims 1-15 are pending in this application, with claims 13-15 withdrawn from 
consideration. An amendment is proposed canceling claim 6 without prejudice or disclaimer and 
amending claim 4. Upon entry of this amendment, claims 1-5 and 11-15 will be pending, with 
claims 13-15 withdrawn from consideration. 

The Applicant respectfully submits that no new matter has been added. Claim 4 has been 
amended to incorporate the limitation of canceled claim 6. 

It is believed that this Amendment is fully responsive to the Office Action dated July 13, 

2006. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being anticipated by Yoshida et al. (PN 
6,897,495), of record). (Office Action paragraph no. 1) 

The rejection of claim 4 is overcome by the amendment to claim 4. The Examiner has 
indicated that claim 6 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. The amendment to claim 
4 incorporates the limitation of claim 6, and claim 4, as amended, has the scope of claim 6 before 
the amendment. 

Claims 5-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. Claims 1-3 
and 9-12 are allowed. (Office action paragraphs no. 2-3) 
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The objection of claim 6 is moot in view of the cancellation of this claim without prejudice 
or disclaimer. The objection to claims 5, 7 and 8 is overcome by the amendment to claim 4, which 
is discussed above. 

Reconsideration of the rejections and objections is respectfully requested.
